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Introduction 

In  October  1974,  an  article'  in  this  publication  an¬ 
nounced  the  intention  of  the  Office  of  Management  and 
Budget  to  embark  upon  a  more  systematic  and  com¬ 
prehensive  effort  in  the  planning  of  Federal  statistical 
programs  than  had  been  undertaken  in  the  past.  A  fun¬ 
damental  precept  of  the  undertaking  was  that  it  should 
develop  in  close  collaboration  with  all  those  directly 
affected,  including  both  the  data  producing  and  data 
using  communities. 

“It  is  essential  to  note  that  the  development  of  new 
initiatives  by  the  Statistical  Policy  Division  has  mean¬ 
ing  only  in  terms  of  interaction  with  major  statistical 
agencies,  statistical  components  in  other  government 
agencies,  government  policymakers  who  depend  on  the 
Federal  statistical  system  for  their  information,  leading 
government  statisticians  and  other  participants  in  the 
statistical  system."  * 

In  addition,  the  article  set  forth  five  basic  steps  in  an 
idealized  planning  process.  These  were: 

1.  Identify  present  and  future  statistical  needs. 

2.  Identify  methodologies  and  conceptual  approaches 
for  meeting  statistical  needs. 

3.  Analyze  feasibility  of  suggested  approaches. 

4.  Study  priorities. 

5.  Implement  and  refine  plans.® 

Since  the  publication  of  that  article,  the  Statistical 
Policy  Division  has  been  taking  steps  to  move  from 
general  principles  toward  the  institution  of  an  opera¬ 
tional  planning  system  that  can  have  meaning  on  a 
multi-agency  scale.  The  principle  of  extensive  partici¬ 
pation  from  other  parts  of  the  Federal  statistical  com¬ 
munity  has  been  an  important  part  of  this  process. 

In  this  participatory/collaborative  process,  two  im¬ 
portant  things  happen.  First,  with  regard  to  particular 
aspects  of  planning,  synthesis  of  differing  views  leads  to 
a  consensus — a  result  which  often  does  not  correspond 


to  anyone’s  initial  view.  Second,  reiteration  of  the  simi¬ 
lar  insights  by  many  sources  gives  special  credence  to 
the  general  validity  and  applicability  of  the  concept.  In 
short,  as  concrete  steps  have  been  taken  to  implement 
effective  planning  for  the  statistical  system,  the  plan¬ 
ning  process  itself  has  evolved  in  ways  which  no  one 
could  foresee  at  the  beginning  of  the  process.  Neverthe¬ 
less,  the  general  principles  articulated  earlier  remain 
basically  in^ct. 

The  sections  below  outline  the  principal  steps  which 
have  been  undertaken  on  an  interagency  basis  thus  far 
in  1975  and  suggest  further  immediate  and  longer- 
range  tasks  which  still  need  to  be  accomplished  to 
achieve  an  operational  planning  system  for  Federal 
statistical  programs.  The  present  objective  is  to  produce 
a  comprehensive  overall  plan  by  the  end  of  1977. 

The  Committee  on  Statistical  Programs  and  Policy 

The  start  of  active  interagency  discussion  of  the 
statistical  planning  process  occurred  during  the  January 
meeting  of  the  Committee  on  Statistical  Programs  and 
Policy  on  which  all  the  heads  of  the  principal  statistical 
agencies  and  several  other  agencies  with  major  statisti¬ 
cal  interests  are  represented.  At  that  meeting  there  was 
general  discussion  of  the  broad  outlines  of  their  agen¬ 
cies’  existing  planning  processes  and  in  particular  the 
processes  for  determining  unmet  data  needs.  Each 
member  agreed  to  designate  a  representative  to  an  ad 
hoc  Statistical  Planning  Process  Task  Force  which  was 
established  by  the  Statistical  Policy  Division  in  order  to 
initiate  and  design  the  process.  The  Task  Force  had  the 
charge  of  critically  examining  existing  planning  proces¬ 
ses  and  problems  with  the  objective  of  agreeing  on 
principles  and  making  recommendations  which  could 
be  of  assistance  to  the  entire  Federal  statistical  system.

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The  Statistical  Planning  Process  Task  Force 

The  Task  Force,  representing  sixteen  agencies  and 
three  coordinating  groups,  met  six  times  within  a 
two-month  period.  The  table  identifies  the  principal 
representatives  of  the  agencies  which  participated  in  the 
Statistical  Planning  Process  Task  Force.  The  principal 
topics  considered  were:  ( 1)  definition  of  needs,  (2)  seek¬ 
ing  of  priorities,  (3)  planning  documentation,  and  (4) 
the  planning  process,  or  flow. 

The  principal  conclusions  reached  were: 

1.  Each  statistical  agency  must  identify  its  principal 
user  groups. 

2.  In  defining  needs  and  priorities,  systematic  consul¬ 
tation  with  user  groups  must  be  undertaken. 


3.  User  advisory  groups  should  be  enabled  to  provide 
active  assistance  in  the  design  of  new  or  modified  pro¬ 
grams. 

4.  Departmental  resources  for  statistical  programs 
must  be  reasonably  concentrated  in  a  relatively  small 
number  of  statistical  centers  in  order  to  assure  adequate 
departmental  recognition  and  the  possibility  of  a  mean¬ 
ingful  planning  effort. 

5.  Elimination  of  low  priority  programs  may  best  be 
approached  in  terms  of  reorientation  of  a  given  level  of 
effort. 

6.  Setting  priorities  can  be  best  accomplished  in  a 
long-term  framework  without  reference  to  any  particu¬ 
lar  budget  constraints.

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7.  Planning  documents  must  be  designed  to  facilitate 
adequate  review  prior  to  approval  and  implementation. 

8.  For  the  purposes  of  integrating  individual  agency 
plans  into  a  more  general  plan  for  Federal  statistics,  to 
the  maximum  extent  feasible,  there  must  be  similarities 
of  formats  and  definitions  among  agencies. 

9.  Although  planning  documents  must  relate  to  the 
budget  cycle,  their  basic  task  is  to  set  forth  program 
proposals  in  the  context  of  long-term  objectives,  needs, 
and  requirements. 

10.  Review  of  statistical  programs  for  broad  functional 
areas  should  be  encouraged. 

11.  Spring  planning  meetings  between  OMB  and 
statistical  agencies  should  focus  on  identification  of 
both  immediate  and  long-range  issues  and  problems 
rather  than  discussion  of  specific  budget  proposals. 

The  meetings  of  the  Task  Force  were  also  helpful  in 
further  refining  the  planning  process  flow,  broadly  out¬ 
lined  in  the  October  1974  Statistical  Reporter  article  men¬ 
tioned  earlier.  The  planning  process  flow  is  determined 
partially  by  the  fact  that  the  steps  in  the  process,  to  a 
large  extent,  must  be  undertaken  sequentially  and  par¬ 
tially  by  the  requirements  of  the  budget  cycle.  For  the 
initial  program  plan,  several  years  may  be  required  to 
reach  the  stage  of  actual  implementation. 

In  terms  of  the  multi-agency  or  comprehensive  statis¬ 
tical  plan  which  we  are  now  developing,  the  broad  objec¬ 
tives  of  successive  years  may  be  briefly  described  as  fol¬ 
lows: 

(1)  In  1975,  the  emphasis  is  being  placed  on  definition 
of  problems  (issues)  and  on  data  needs. 

(2)  In  1976,  alternative  ways  of  meeting  the  needs  and 
addressing  the  problems  will  be  carefully  explored  and  a 
draft  statistical  plan  will  be  formulated. 

(3)  In  1977,  the  draft  plan  and  its  priorities  will  be 
reviewed  by  statistical  agencies.  Congressional  offices  and 
committees,  and  data  users  from  outside  of  Government. 
On  the  basis  of  this  review,  modifications  will  be  made 
prior  to  publication  early  in  1978. 

(4)  In  1978  and  subsequent  years,  further  modifications 
will  be  made  to  take  account  of  changing  priorities  and 
unanticipated  needs  and  developments. 

In  addition  to  the  multi-year  cycle  for  statistical  plan¬ 
ning  development  and  review,  there  is  also  an  annual  cycle 
associated  with  the  budget  cycle.  Once  a  plan  is  in  being, 
it  can  and  should  be  updated  as  the  basis  for  the  proposed 
budgets.  In  the  annual  cycle,  one  of  the  first  tasks  is  the 


identification  of  major  program  issues.  These  may  relate  to 
any  of  the  steps  in  the  planning  process  from  the  formula¬ 
tion  of  agency  objectives  to  evaluation  of  program  adequ¬ 
acy.  Some  issues  may  not  require  immediate  resolution 
but  others  may  have  implications  for  modification  of  the 
next  year’s  plan.  They  must,  therefore,  be  identified  early 
enough  in  the  cycle  to  allow  time  for  study  prior  to  updat¬ 
ing  of  the  statistical  plan.  When  special  review  commis¬ 
sions  are  established,  moreover,  an  effort  should  be  made 
to  have  their  work  completed  prior  to  any  deadlines  for 
plan  updating. 

Spring  Statistical  Meetings 

Within  the  multi-year  process  of  plan  development,  the 
Statistical  Policy  Division  has  recently  completed  an  ex¬ 
tensive  series  of  Spring  Statistical  Meetings  which  have 
focused  on  identification  of  data  needs  and  both  im¬ 
mediate  and  long-run  issues.  Among  the  issues  identified, 
nine  were  of  concern  to  more  than  one  agency.  These 
constitute  an  important  set  of  interagency  issues  which 
relate  to  the  initial  planning  step  of  defining  needs,  objec¬ 
tives  and  issues.  Among  those  most  frequently  identified 
were: 

(1)  Definition  of  reimbursable  programs.  Statistical  collec¬ 
tion  centers  within  several  Departments  are  frequently 
asked  by  other  agencies  within  and  outside  their  Depart¬ 
ment  to  perform  data  collection  or  tabulations  on  a  reim¬ 
bursable  basis.  This  is  a  development  which  the  Statistical 
Policy  Division,  over  the  past  years,  has  solidly  endorsed 
in  order  to  help  reduce  inefficient  dispersion  of  statistical 
programs.  Several  issues,  however,  tend  to  emerge  as  the 
reimbursable  program  develops.  When  the  program  is 
small  typically,  the  statistical  agency  attempts  to  absorb 
the  additional  workload  within  existing  staff  allocations. 
When  demands  become  larger  and  more  predictable,  how¬ 
ever,  serious  consideration  needs  to  be  given  to  giving  the 
reimbursable  program  explicit  recognition  in  staffing, 
either  by  transfer  of  positions  or  by  establishing  perma¬ 
nent  positions  to  undertake  the  continuing  tasks. 

(2)  Legislative  requirements  for  confidentiality.  Two  generic 
concerns  emerged  during  the  course  of  the  spring  meet¬ 
ings:  (a)  what  further  legislation  may  be  required  to  re¬ 
strict  dissemination  of  sensitive  data  and  to  protect  the 
confidentiality  of  identifiable  records  and  (b)  how  can  cer¬ 
tain  data  programs  continue  to  operate  effectively  within 
the  provisions  of  recent  legislation  relating  to  privacy  and 
confidentiality?  In  addition,  there  are  questions  of  defin¬ 
ing  more  precisely  the  obligations  of  individual  agencies 
with  regard  to  the  provisions  of  both  the  Privacy  Act  of 
1974  and  the  Freedom  of  Information  Act. 
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(3)  Interagmcy  coordination.  The  general  problems  of  in¬ 
teragency  coordination  are  (a)  facilitating  interagency  data 
transfers,  (b)  incorporating  data  needs  of  several  agencies 
into  single  collection  vehicles  and  (c)  agreeing  on  appro¬ 
priate  division  of  labor  among  specific  agencies.  Successful 
solutions  to  each  of  these  problems  relate  directly  both  to 
cost  reduction  and  minimization  of  duplication. 

(4)  Overall  level  of  program  effort.  There  are  several  dis¬ 
tinct  situations  in  which  an  agency  may  fiK;e  the  question 
of  whether  its  overall  level  of  effort  is  adequate.  In  some 
cases,  the  agency  data  program  relative  to  data  needs  may 
be  clearly  inadequate.  Another  agency  may  face  the  issue 
because  of  changing  legislative  requirements.  Finally, 
there  is  the  question  of  the  appropriate  size  of  statistical 
collection  centers  for  realization  of  economies  of  scale. 

(5)  Federal-State  cooperative  efforts.  Even  though  these  ef¬ 
forts  assume  a  number  of  different  forms,  they  frequently 
pose  similar  problems.  At  the  same  time  their  effective 
operation  may  be  essential  to  securing  data  for  which  the 
Federal  need  is  clearly  identified.  Some  of  the  particular 
problems  which  emerge  repeatedly  are  the  following,  (a) 
With  regard  to  a  single  program  there  may  be  a  lack  of 
standardization  among  states  in  terms  of  collection  proce¬ 
dures,  quality  of  staff,  understanding  of  the  importance  of 
the  program,  and  in  the  nature  of  the  responsible  state 
office,  (b)  There  is  little  or  no  collaboration  between  dif¬ 
ferent  Federal/State  cooperative  efforts  at  the  state  level, 
(c)  In  addition  there  are  specific  problems  with  regard  to 
timeliness,  data  quality,  and  data  gaps,  some  of  which 
occur  because  all  states  may  not  be  participants  in  a  par¬ 
ticular  program  and  others  which  relate  to  deficient 
program  design. 

The  other  problem  areas  which  were  of  concern  to  more 

than  one  agency  may  be  briefly  described.  Identification  of 

lou’-priority  programs  is  frequently  difficult  since  data  series

gram  reorientation  is  necessary  as  new  priorities  emerge. 

Effective  techniques  must  be  developed,  therefore,  for  bet¬ 
ter  identification  of  low-priority  areas.  Technical  assistance 
and  training  of  foreign  statisticians  has  emerged  as  an  issue 
for  those  statistical  agencies  which  have  participated  in  the 
past  in  such  programs.  The  problem  arises  because  fund¬ 
ing  for  these  programs  by  the  Agency  for  International 
Development  has  been  greatly  reduced,  and  the  statistical 
agencies  need  to  consider  the  extent  to  which  their  funds 
should  be  devoted  to  such  programs.  The  appropriate  bal¬ 
ance  between  data  collection  and  analysis  presents  another 
concern  which  warrants  careful  consideration.  For  some 
statistical  agencies  expansion  in  the  data  collection  pro¬ 
gram  has  proceeded  much  more  rapidly  than  the  effort 
devoted  to  data  analysis.  In  other  agencies  there  appears  to 
be  significant  amounts  of  data  which  have  remained  un¬ 
analyzed. 


A  final  area  of  interagency  concern  is  with  the  question 
of  timeliness  of  publication.  Problems  of  timeliness  are  re¬ 
lated  to  issues  of  Federal-state  cooperation,  to  balance  be¬ 
tween  data  collection  and  analysis,  and  to  priority  setting. 
In  spite  of  considerable  effort  which  has  been  devoted  in 
recent  years  to  improving  timeliness,  the  issue  still  fre¬ 
quently  appears  as  a  concern  of  several  agencies. 

Our  identification  of  the  interagency  issues  of  signifi¬ 
cant  concern  as  identified  in  the  spring  meetings  are 
shown  in  Table  1.  The  table  shows  that  some  issues  repre¬ 
sent  a  more  pervasive  concern  than  others  and  that  some 
agencies  were  relatively  less  concerned  with  the  intera¬ 
gency  issues.  For  the  latter  group  of  agencies,  there  is  a 
clearly  defined  set  of  issues  which  are  relevant  to  their 
individual  programs  and  which  also  warrant  careful  inves¬ 
tigation. 

Next  Steps  toward  Development  of  Statistical  Plan 

At  this  point,  the  Statistical  Policy  Division  and  the 
Federal  statistical  agencies  have  completed  an  intensive 
six-month  period  of  discussion  and  consultation  directly 
related  to  improved  planning  for  statistical  programs.  It  is 
now  appropriate  to  review  what  has  been  accomplished  to 
date  and  what  further  steps  remain  in  order  to  implement 
an  effective  multi-agency  statistical  plan.  The  essential 
accomplishment  of  the  Planning  Task  Force  was  that  it 
was  able  to  discuss  all  the  major  elements  of  a  general 
planning  process  and  that  agreement  emerged  on  how  to 
define  these  elements  and  on  how  they  should  ideally  in¬ 
terrelate.  Bringing  agency  practice  into  line  with  the 
idealized  planning  process  remains  to  be  accomplished; 
but  with  a  general  consensus  on  the  ideal  this  goal  does 
seem  attainable.  The  accomplishment  of  the  Spring  Statis¬ 
tical  Meetings  is  that  they  have  provided  a  mechanism 
which  contributes  directly  to  better  planning  through  a 
focus  of  identification  of  issues  relating  to  defining  of 
objectives,  needs,  priorities,  and  alternative  methods. 

The  momentum  must  be  continued,  however,  if  an 
effective  interagency  plan  is  to  be  developed  by  the  end 
of  1977.  First,  systematic  examination  of  agency  plan¬ 
ning  documentation  must  be  undertaken.  This  topic 
was  discussed  by  the  Task  Force  and  the  participating 
agencies  have  submitted  material  indicating  the  types 
of  planning  documents  which  are  currently  used.  There 
is  currently  large  variation  in  agency  practice  and  con¬ 
siderable  deviation  from  the  ideal.  Although  the  situa¬ 
tion  of  each  agency  is,  to  a  certain  extent,  unique  and 
some  variation  in  practice  will  always  remain,  it  is  im¬ 
portant  to  reach  agreement  on  essential  minimum  plan¬ 
ning  documentation  to  provide  for  interagency  com¬ 
parability.  This  includes  common  definitions,  topical 
headings,  timeframes,  and  dates  of  submittal. 

A  related  task,  and  one  which  is  already  under  active 
investigation,  is  examination  of  the  current  inventory  of

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statistical  programs  on  an  interagency  basis.  Task  Force 
agencies  have  been  asked  to  comment  on  the  general 
applicability  of  the  inventory  form  developed  by  the 
Health  Data  Policy  Committee.  Furthermore,  the  Fed¬ 
eral  Energy  Administration  is  undertaking  steps  to  de¬ 
velop  an  interagency  inventory  of  energy  related  data. 
Since  definition  of  program  needs  and  priorities  must 
take  account  of  the  program  of  other  agencies,  multi¬ 
agency  program  inventories  will  be  of  direct  assistance 
in  planning. 

A  third  immediate  task  is  to  begin  to  refine  and 
amplify  the  lists  of  identified  data  needs.  In  many  cases 
definition  of  needs  have  already  been  included  as  issues 
identified  in  the  Spring  Statistical  Meetings.  By  early 
1976  identification  of  needs  should  generally  progress 
to  the  stage  of  exploring  alternative  ways  of  meeting 
the  needs.  Estimates  of  time  required  to  meet  these 
needs  under  various  approaches  also  need  to  be  de¬ 
veloped.  For  exploration  of  problems  which  are  natur¬ 
ally  relatable  to  broad  functional  areas  interagency 
committees  may  be  asked  to  explore  possible  solutions. 
This  is  consistent  with  conclusion  10  of  the  Task  Force. 

A  final  immediate  task  for  the  agencies  involved  in 
the  interagency  planning  effort  is  to  begin  developing 
role  and  mission  statements  or  to  review  existing  ones 
to  see  whether  they  are  current  and  adequate  to  describe 
their  role  within  the  statistical  system. 

Impact  of  Special  Projects  and  Related  Planning 
A  ctivities 

A  number  of  highly  significant  activities  proceeding 
independently  of  the  interagency  statistical  planning  ef¬ 
fort  which  is  the  subject  of  this  pa(>er  are  expected  to 
have  direct  impacts  on  the  planning  process.  Below  are 
brief  descriptions  of  projects  whose  recommendations 
will  be  carefully  considered  in  the  development  of  the 
comprehensive  statistical  plan. 

(1)  The  GNP  Data  Improvement  Project,  which  is 
under  the  direction  of  Dr.  Daniel  Creamer  of  the  Na¬ 
tional  Conference  Board,  is  investigating  possibilities 
for  improvement  in  the  data  underlying  the  GNP  ac¬ 
counts.  The  final  report  from  this  project,  which  will 
be  completed  by  the  end  of  the  year,  will  contain  a 
five-year  plan  for  incorporating  the  improvements  it 
recommends. 

(2)  The  National  Academy  of  Sciences  (NAS)  project 
on  determining  user  data  needs  and  setting  priorities 
among  them  has  focused  on  problems  of  improving 
planning  methodology.  The  work  has  been  undertaken 
by  a  panel  of  experts  established  by  the  NAS  Commit¬ 
tee  on  National  Statistics  and  will  have  a  final  report  by 
the  end  of  the  year  which  will  identify  problems  and 
make  suggestions  for  their  further  investigation  and 


propose  some  solutions.  Furthermore,  the  National  Sci¬ 
ence  Foundation  is  leading  a  consortium  of  Federal 
agencies  which  is  giving  general  support  to  the  NAS 
Committee  on  National  Statistics.  Among  the  tasks 
which  the  Committee  expects  to  assume  are  some  relat¬ 
ing  to  improving  methodology  for  statistical  planning. 
This  work  should  be  of  importance  to  all  agencies  en¬ 
gaged  in  the  effort  to  improve  the  planning  process. 

(3)  The  National  Bureau  of  Economic  Research 
(NBER)  is  now  directly  involved  in  two  distinct  proj¬ 
ects  to  improve  the  quality  of  critical  economic  data 
series.  The  first  of  these  is  a  project  under  the  direction 
of  Murray  Foss  and  Irving  Rottenberg  to  improve  in¬ 
ventory  data.  Now  in  the  early  stages  of  work  this 
project  is  expected  to  influence  both  data  collection  and 
analysis  over  the  entire  range  of  inventory  data  which 
includes  wholesale  trade,  retail  trade,  manufacturing, 
and  mining. 

The  second  NBER  project,  which  is  now  just  getting 
started  under  the  direction  of  Richard  Ruggles  will  be 
examining  methodologies  for  collecting  wholesale  price 
data  and  constructing  wholesale  price  indexes.  In  par¬ 
ticular,  he  will  be  examining  the  adequacy  of  coverage 
of  the  data,  their  validity  in  terms  of  representing  ac¬ 
tual  transactions  prices  and  accounting  for  quality 
change,  possible  redundancy  in  price  collection,  and  the 
adequacy  of  wholesale  price  index  weighting.  This  proj¬ 
ect  may  be  expected  to  have  an  impact  both  on  data 
collection  and  analysis  plans  within  the  next  year  and  a 
half. 

(4)  The  Commission  on  Federal  Paperwork,  an  activ¬ 
ity  quite  different  from  the  research  projects  described 
above,  is  expected  to  have  an  impact  on  planning  for 
Federal  data  over  the  next  two  years.  In  particular,  in 
the  course  of  its  efforts  to  reduce  the  burden  of  Federal 
reporting,  the  Commission  will  be  interested  in  exa¬ 
mining  carefully  the  question  of  data  needs.  While  the 
focus  will  be  on  identifying  low-priority  and  unneeded 
data,  the  Commission’s  work  should  also  be  useful  in 
the  positive  sense  of  helping  to  identify  what  data  are 
needed. 

(5)  Another  project  which  will  affect  planning  for 
data  collection  is  an  investigation  of  the  methods  and 
practices  of  survey  research  being  undertaken  by  the 
American  Statistical  Association  under  a  grant  from  the 
National  Science  Foundation.  Among  the  objectives  of 
this  research  are  developing  specifications  by  which 
survey  research  practices  can  be  judged  and  working 
with  various  groups  to  improve  the  quality  of  survey 
results. 

(6)  One  special  planning  project  for  which  the  Statis¬ 
tical  Policy  Division  is  taking  direct  responsibility  is  an 
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historical  review  of  the  development  of  Federal  statistics 
over  the  past  fifty  years.  This  review  is  being  under¬ 
taken  by  William  C.  Shelton,  formerly  of  the  U.S. 
Bureau  of  Labor  Statistics,  and  will  be  published  as  a 
book  sometime  during  1976.  The  expectation  is  that 
thorough  examination  of  major  past  developments  will 
be  of  direct  assistance  in  clarifying  major  tasks  which 
still  need  to  be  accomplished. 

(7)  Planning  for  the  1980  Census  of  Population  and 
Housing  is  a  major  statistical  planning  effort  with  great 
emphasis  being  placed  on  consultation  with  data  users 
and  groups  which  will  be  directly  affected  by  the  qual¬ 
ity  and  completeness  of  the  data.  To  secure  the  broadly 
based  consultation  it  desires,  the  Census  Bureau  has 
established  ten  public  advisory  committees  and  is  hold¬ 
ing  public  meetings  in  about  70  cities.  The  Statistical 
Policy  Division,  working  closely  with  the  Census 
Bureau,  is  taking  the  lead  in  securing  broadly  based 
participation  in  the  planning  process  from  other  Federal 
agencies.  To  this  end  George  Hall  has  been  named 
Chairman  of  the  Federal  Agency  Council  on  the  1980 
Census  and  review  of  content  is  being  conducted  by 
nine  interagency  committees,  each  of  which  is  devoted 
to  a  broad  functional  area  and  chaired  by  staff  from  the 
Statistical  Policy  Division. 


Summary 

In  conclusion,  this  article  has  reviewed  current  prog¬ 
ress  in  the  Statistical  Policy  Division’s  effort  to  initiate 
a  process  for  developing  a  comprehensive  plan  for  Fed¬ 
eral  statistics.  A  high  level  of  participation  by  statisti¬ 
cal  agencies  has  been  achieved  and  a  number  of  contacts 
have  been  initiated  with  various  advisory  groups  and 
interested  parties. 

As  a  result  of  the  spring  statistical  meetings,  a 
number  of  key  interagency  issues  have  been  defined. 
Currently  efforts  are  underway  to  review  the  role  of  in¬ 
teragency  subject-area  committees  in  the  planning  proc¬ 
ess  and  to  initiate  efforts  within  the  individual  agencies 
to  identify  alternative  solutions  or  approaches  to  solu¬ 
tions  relating  to  the  problems  indentified. 

The  comprehensive  planning  process  is  also  expected 
to  draw  upon  a  number  of  specialized  investigations, 
several  of  which  are  summarized  above. 

A  significant  momentum  has  been  created.  Further 
progress  reports  will  appear  in  Statistical  Reporter  as  this 
important  work  continues. 


CURRENT  DEVELOPMENTS 


RAGAL/ETHNIC  CATEGORIES 
FOR  EDUCATIONAL  STATISTICS 

Racial  and  ethnic  categories  and  definitions  de¬ 
veloped  by  an  ad  hoc  committee  on  the  Federal  Intera¬ 
gency  Committee  on  Education  (FICE)  have  been  en¬ 
dorsed  by  FICE  for  use  by  all  Federal  agencies  in  their 
collection  and  reporting  of  racial  and  ethnic  data.  It  is 
anticipated  that  these  common  definitions  and 
categories  when  fully  implemented,  will  meet  the  needs 
expressed  by  both  the  Executive  Branch  and  the  Con¬ 
gress  for  compatible  and  nonduplicative  racial  and 
ethnic  data. 

The  Office  for  Civil  Rights  of  the  Department  of 
Health,  Education,  and  Welfare  and  the  Equal 
Employment  Opportunity  Commission  are  committed 
to  the  use  of  the  FICE  categories  and  definitions  in  all 
compliance  reports  required  of  educational  institutions 
during  the  1975—76  school  year.  During  this  period  the 
application  of  the  new  categories  will  be  optional  for 


other  agencies.  FICE  plans  to  request  a  field  test  of  the 
proposed  categories  by  the  Bureau  of  the  Census.  When 
the  test  has  been  completed,  the  Ad  Hoc  Committee  of 
FICE  which  developed  the  categories  will  meet  to  re¬ 
view  the  results  and  recommend  any  necessary  refine¬ 
ments  of  the  terms  and  definitions.  After  completion  of 
these  steps,  the  chairman  of  FICE  is  expected  to  trans¬ 
mit  updated  categories  to  the  Office  of  Management 
and  Budget  with  the  recommendation  that  they  be 
promulgated  as  the  standard  for  all  Federal  statistics  on 
race  or  ethnicity. 

The  following  are  the  basic  racial/ethnic  categories 
and  definitions  recommended  by  the  Federal  Intera¬ 
gency  Committee  on  Education: 

1.  American  Indian  or  Alaskan  Native:  A  person  hav¬ 
ing  origins  in  any  of  the  original  peoples  of  North 
America. 

2.  Asian  or  Pacific  Islander:  A  person  having  origins 
in  any  of  the  original  peoples  of  the  Far  East,  Southeast 
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Asia,  or  the  Pacific  Islands.  This  area  includes,  for 
example,  China,  Japan,  Korea,  the  Phillipine  Islands, 
and  Samoa. 

3.  BlackiNegro:  A  person  having  origins  in  any  of  the 
black  racial  groups  of  Africa. 

4.  Caucasian iWhite:  A  person  having  origins  in  any 
of  the  original  peoples  of  Europe,  North  Africa,  the 
Middle  East,  or  the  Indian  subcontinent. 

5.  Hispanic:  A  person  of  Mexican,  Puerto  Rican,  Cu¬ 
ban,  Central  or  South  American,  or  other  Spanish  cul¬ 
ture  or  origin,  regardless  of  race.  (O.  JEAN  BRANDES,

NUMBER  OF  REPORTS  DOWN, 
REPORTING  BURDEN  UP 
IN  FIRST  HALF  OF  1975 

Since  January,  the  madatory  reporting  requirements 
of  the  Employee  Retirement  Income  Security  Act  of 
1974  and  the  Real  Estate  Settlement  Procedures  Act 
have  added  8,650,000  hours  to  the  reporting  burden 
borne  by  American  business,  according  to  OMB  rec¬ 
ords.  As  a  consequence,  the  net  reporting  burden  on 
business  increased  by  7  million  hours  (on  an  annual 
basis)  even  though  the  number  of  reports  filled  out  by 
business  has  decreased  by  63. 

The  Uniform  Hospital  Discharge  Abstract  introduced 
as  part  of  the  Medicare/Medicaid  claim  process 
(1,250,000  hours  per  year)  made  for  a  significant  in¬ 
crease  in  the  reporting  burden  of  hospitals. 

Overall,  the  number  of  repetitive  reports  made  to  the 
Federal  government  has^decreased  by  94  while  the  over¬ 
all  reporting  burden  has  g'rown  by  almost  7.5  million 
hours.

AND  REGULATIONS  OVERSEAS 

U.S.  manufacturers  and  exporters  will  have  access  to 
one  of  the  world's  largest  and  most  authoritative  collec¬ 
tions  of  international  standards  for  exported  products 
under  an  agreement  concluded  recently  between  the 
National  Technical  Information  Service  (NTIS)  of  the 
U.S.  Department  of  Commerce  and  the  British  Stand¬ 
ards  Institution’s  Technical  Help  to  Exporters  (THE) 
service. 

THE’s  service  is  designed  to  provide  exporting  man¬ 
ufacturers  with  complete,  up-to-date  information  on 
the  technical  requirements  that  affect  the  acceptability 
of  their  products  in  countries  throughout  the  world. 
Product  standards,  approvals,  and  regulations  can  differ 
markedly  from  country  to  country,  creating  an  interna¬ 
tional  puzzle  for  manufacturers  wishing  to  export  their 
products. 

The  agreement,  effective  August  1,  1975,  allows 
U.S.  businessmen  to  obtain  the  latest  international  reg¬ 
ulatory  information  on  product  safety  standards,  per¬ 
formance  criteria,  and  coding  and  certification  systems 
directly  through  NTIS.  These  data  are  constantly  up¬ 
dated  by  THE  specialist  engineers  during  worldwide, 
on-the-spot  investigations.  The  results  of  this  research 
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are  published  in  a  number  of  THE  digests.  Three  gen¬ 
eral  kinds  of  THE  publications,  now  available  from 
NTIS,  are;

At  the  request  of  the  Honorable  Patricia  Schroeder  of 
Colorado,  Chairwoman  of  the  U.S.  House  of  Repre¬ 
sentatives  Subcommittee  on  Census  and  Statistics,  the 
American  Statistical  Association  (ASA)  has  appointed 
an  Ad  Hoc  Advisory  Committee. 

Mrs.  Schroeder’s  letter  to  ASA  President  Lester  Fran- 
kel  noted  that  her  Subcommittee  is  concerned  with  the 
effective  compilation  and  use  of  statistics  by  the  Federal 
Government  and  in  maintaining  the  integrity  of  these 
statistics.  Further,  she  noted  the  Subcommittee  is  vit¬ 
ally  concerned  that  both  the  integrity  of  the  statistics 
be  beyond  any  influence  other  than  professional  consid¬ 
erations,  so  as  to  guarantee  public  confidence  in  the 
system,  and  to  insure  that  policymakers  have  the  best 
facts  available  when  formulating  decisions. 

The  first  meeting  of  the  Advisory  Committee  was 
scheduled  during  the  Annual  Meetings  in  Atlanta  held 
August  25-28.  The  specific  charge  for  the  Committee 
will  be  discussed  at  that  time.

AD  HOC  COMMIHEE  ON 
GOVERNMENT  STATISTICS 

Five  professional  societies  have  agreed  to  establish 
and  sponsor  a  joint  Ad  Hoc  Committee  on  Government 
Statistics.  Each  society  has  appointed  two  repre¬ 
sentatives  to  the  Committee  as  follows:  American 
Sociological  Association — Albert  D.  Biderman,  Bureau 
of  Social  Science  Research  and  Robert  Parke,  Social  Sci¬ 
ence  Research  Council;  American  Statistical 
Association — Robert  E.  Lewis,  First  National  City 
Bank  and  Marie  D.  Wann,  Consultant,  Silver  Spring, 
Maryland;  Federal  Statistics  Users’  Conference — John 
H.  Aiken,  FSUC  and  Bernard  Clyman,  Equitable  Life 
Assurance  Society  of  the  United  States;  National  As¬ 
sociation  of  Business  Economists — Douglas  Greenwald, 
McGraw-Hill,  Inc.  and  Harold  C.  Passer,  Eastman 
Kodak  Company;  Population  Association  of  America — 
John  F.  Kantner,  Johns  Hopkins  University  and  Conrad 
Taeuber,  Georgetown  University.  The  Committee  will 
elect  its  own  chairman. 

The  charge  to  the  Committee  is  as  follows:  This 
Committee  shall  consider  all  aspects  of  Federal  statistics 
to  determine  what  areas  should  be  studied  further  and 
what  action  should  be  taken  by  the  joint  endeavor  of 
this  committee,  its  extension,  and  the  associations  sup¬ 
porting  it. 

Included  in  (but  not  limited  to)  the  types  of  ac¬ 
tivities  which  might  be  considered  are  use  of  govern¬ 
ment  statistics;  efficiency  of  government  statistical  op¬ 
eration;  ombudsman;  statistical  activities  and  programs 
of  non-statistical  agencies;  monitoring;  bad  statistics  in 
planning,  interpretation,  reporting,  timeliness,  etc.; 
political  intervention  in  statistical  programs. 

The  basic  references  for  the  Committee  are  (1)  the 
report  and  recommendations  of  the  President's  Commis¬ 
sion  on  Federal  Statistics  (1971),  (2)  the  report  and 
recommendations  of  the  Joint  Committee  of  ASA/FSUC 
on  the  Integrity  of  Federal  Statistics  (1973),  and  (3)  the 
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report  and  recommendations  of  the  Committee  on  Gov¬ 
ernment  Statistics  of  the  American  Sociological  Associa¬ 
tion  (December  1974). 

The  Committee,  through  its  representatives,  will  re¬ 
port  to  the  governing  board  of  each  sponsoring  sociery 
with  a  formal  statement  within  6  months.  Within  1 
year  it  shall  formulate  a  proposal  for  support  of  its 
activity  on  an  ongoing  basis  for  a  period  of  ar  least  3 
years.

CROP  AND  LIVESTOCK  ESTIMATING  PROGRAM 

Scope  and  Methods  of  the  Statistical  Reporting  Service  was 
issued  during  July.  This  publication  provides  a  detailed 
explanation  of  the  survey  and  esrimating  procedures 
used  by  the  primary  facr-collecting  and  fact-reporring 
organization  of  the  U.S.  Department  of  Agriculture 
(USDA). 

The  new  publicarion  consists  of  157  pages  of  text 
with  accompanying  charts,  graphs,  tables,  and  exhibits. 
It  traces  rhe  steps  involved  in  developing  the  series  of 
Statistical  Reporting  Service  (SRS)  estimates  pertaining 
to  crops,  livestock,  poultry,  dairy,  land  in  farms  and 
farm  numbers,  fertilizer,  farm  labor  and  wages,  prices 
received  and  paid  by  farmers,  grain  stocks,  cold  storage 
holdings,  and  other  agricultural  products  and  items  of 
interest. 

Scope  and  Methods  presents  the  organization  and  statis¬ 
tical  techniques  used  by  SRS  in  preparing  data  for  pub¬ 
lication  and  use  by  farmers,  commodity  buyers  and 
others  in  the  agricultural  complex.  Analysts  in  com¬ 
merce,  government,  and  education,  and  those  in  Fed¬ 
eral  and  State  agencies  making  policy  decisions  concern¬ 
ing  agriculture  will  also  find  it  useful. 

The  extensive  descriptions  of  the  methods  SRS 
employs  in  making  estimates  and  coordinating  and  im¬ 
proving  USDA’s  statistical  program  will  afford  a  better 
understanding  of  the  USDA  program  of  agriculrural 
statistics. 

This  new  Scope  and  Methods  is  a  totally  revised  and 
rewritten  issuance  and  replaces  the  1964  publication  of 
the  same  name  issued  as  Miscellaneous  Publication  967 
of  the  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture.

BLACK  POPULATION,  1974 

The  Bureau  of  the  Census  has  released  a  report  enti¬ 
tled  “The  Social  and  Economic  Status  of  the  Black 
Population  in  the  United  States,  1974.’’  This  special 
study  is  the  eighth  in  a  series  of  sratistical  reports  on 
the  status  of  the  black  population. 

The  particular  focus  of  this  report  is  on  recent  trends 
(1970-74)  and  includes  some  data  as  current  as  1975. 
Statistics  are  included  on  population  distribution,  in¬ 
come,  education,  employment,  family  composition, 
health,  voting  patterns,  and  other  major  aspects  of  life. 
The  report  presents  a  special  section  on  crime,  includ¬ 
ing  entirely  new  dara  from  a  nationwide  survey  on  crim¬ 
inal  civilization  conducted  in  1973  as  well  as  data  on 
jail  inmates  and  capital  punishment.  Other  new  sub¬ 
jects  are  blacks  in  the  Armed  Forces,  source  of  income 
of  black  postsecondary  students,  black-owned  busi¬ 
nesses,  and  ownership  of  major  appliances  by  black 
households. 

Most  of  the  statistics  in  the  report  are  from  the 
Bureau  of  the  Census,  but  some  are  from  other  govern¬ 
ment  and  private  agencies.  The  census  data  are  based 
primarily  on  the  1970  Census  of  Population  and  Hous¬ 
ing  and  the  Bureau’s  conrinuing  Current  Population 
Surveys. 

The  report  notes  that  the  patterns  of  social  and 
economic  change  which  have  emerged  for  black  Ameri¬ 
cans  in  the  1970’s  are  varied.  Advances  have  been  made 
in  educarion,  health,  and  in  the  election  to  public  of¬ 
fice.  Progress  in  some  other  areas  such  as  income  and 
employmenr  has  been  impeded  partly  as  a  result  of  the 
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interrelationships  of  a  number  of  social  and  economic 
factors  such  as  changing  family  composition  and  work 
experience  patterns  of  family  members,  inflation,  and 
the  downturn  in  the  economy.

SELECTED  CHARACTERISTICS  OF  PERSONS 
IN  FIELDS  OF 

SCIENCE  AND  ENGINEERING:  1974 

The  Bureau  of  the  Census  has  released  a  report  based 
on  the  1974  National  Survey  of  Scientists  and  En¬ 
gineers,  which  the  Bureau  conducted  under  the  spon¬ 
sorship  of  the  National  Science  Foundation.  The  survey 
was  based  on  a  subpopulation  of  the  1972  Professional, 
Technical,  and  Scientific  Manpower  Survey,  which  in¬ 
cluded  persons  who  were  recorded  by  the  1970  Census 
of  Population  as  being  in  the  1970  experienced  civilian 
labor  force  and  in  one  of  40  groups  of  scientific,  en¬ 
gineering,  or  related  occupations.  (Two  previously  is¬ 
sued  reports  on  the  1972  survey  are  Current  Population 
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Reports,  Special  Studies,  Series  P—23,  No.  45,  and 
Technical  Paper  No.  33.) 

Entitled  “Selected  Characteristics  of  Persons  in  Fields 
of  Science  or  Engineering:  1974,”  the  report  contains 
selected  inventory  statistics  and  analytical  text  on  the 
demographic,  educational,  and  career-related  charac¬ 
teristics  of  (1)  persons  who  were  classified,  according  to 
criteria  developed  by  the  National  Science  Foundation, 
into  one  of  the  following  eight  fields  of  science  or  en¬ 
gineering  in  1974:  Computer  specialists,  engineers, 
mathematical  specialists,  life  scientists,  physical  scien¬ 
tists,  environmental  scientists,  psychologists,  and  social 
scientists  and  (2)  persons  who  were  in  one  of  these  fields 
in  1972  but  were  not  in  any  of  them  in  1974.  Some  of 
the  topics  covered  are  race,  place  of  birth,  residence  in 

1974,  degree  levels  and  major  field  of  study,  supple¬ 
mental  training,  employment  status,  occupation,  in¬ 
dustry,  job  and  occupational  mobility,  and  basic  annual 
salary  rate. 

The  report  also  provides  an  extensive  set  of  appen¬ 
dixes  describing  the  background  of  the  1974  survey  and 
presenting  selected  supplementary  data.  Appendix  C 
contains  an  explanation  of  the  National  Science  Founda¬ 
tion’s  criteria  for  inclusion  in  a  field  of  science  or  en¬ 
gineering  in  1974.

The  Machine-Readable  Ar(:hives  Division  of  the  Na¬ 
tional  Archives  and  Records  Service,  Cieneral  Services 
Administration,  preserves  and  makes  available  to  Gov¬ 
ernment  agencies  and  the  general  public  the  ever  increas¬ 
ing  amount  of  permanently  valuable  records  of  all 
United  States  Government  agencies  which  have  been  re¬ 
tired  from  current  use.

RECENT  NSF  REPORTS 

The  National  Science  Foundation  has  recently  issued 
the  following  reports: 

National  Patterns  of  R&D  Resources:  Funds  &  Manpower 
in  the  United  States,  19S3-1973  (NSF  75-307),  an  annual 
report,  provides  data  primarily  based  on  a  series  of 
periodic  National  Science  Foundation  surveys  on  R&D 
resources  in  the  United  States.  This  study  shows  the  pat¬ 
tern  of  allocation  of  R&D  funds  and  manpower  among 
the  four  sectors  of  the  economy — Federal  Government, 
industry,  universities  and  colleges,  and  other  nonprofit 
institutions. 

The  R&D  funds  series  presented  provide  the  data  not 
only  for  total  research  and  development  but  also  for  basic 
research,  applied  research,  and  development,  and  cover 
the  period  from  1953—75.  Time  series  data  on  R&D  sci¬ 
entific  and  engineering  manpower  employed  by  each  sec¬ 
tor  begin  with  1954. 

R&D  Activities  of  Independent  Nonprofit  Institutions, 
1975  (NSF  75-308)  presents  tables  summarizing  the  in¬ 
formation  obtained  in  the  NSF’s  survey  of  R&D  ac¬ 
tivities  of  independent  nonprofit  institutions  during 
1973.  The  data  are  given  for  both  scientists  and  en¬ 
gineers  and  R&D  expenditures  by  type  and  size  of  or¬ 
ganization  and  by  State. 

Research  and  Development  in  State  Government  Agencies, 
Fiscal  Years  1972  and  1975  (NSF  75-303)  is  the  third  in 
a  series  presenting  the  results  of  a  survey  conducted  by 
the  Bureau  of  the  Census  for  the  National  Science  Foun¬ 
dation  on  R&D  activities  of  State  government  agencies. 
The  first  year  to  be  surveyed  was  1964,  and  the  latest 
year,  1973,  so  that  a  period  of  almost  10  years  becomes 
available  for  trend  analysis. 

This  report  gives  expenditure  data  by  State  agency  and 
agency  subdivision  in  terms  of  character  of  work  (basic 
research,  applied  research,  and  development),  source  of 
funds,  performer,  field  of  science,  and  R&D  plant.  It 
also  provides  data  on  manpower  engaged  in  State  agency 
intramural  R&D  activities. 

However,  this  report  does  not  provide  similar  data  on 
State  universities  and  colleges,  even  though  these  in¬ 
stitutions  constitute  another  arm  of  the  State  govern¬ 
ment  apparatus.  Data  on  universities  and  colleges  are 
collected  and  published  in  a  separate  NSF  series  covering 
all  institutions  of  higher  education.  The  latest  report 
from  this  series  is  Expenditures  for  Scientific  Activities  at 
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Universities  and  Colleges,  Fiscal  Year  1973,  to  be  pub¬ 
lished  at  a  later  date. 

To  close  an  analytic  gap,  Reviews  of  Data  on  Science  Re¬ 
sources,  No.  23,  “R&D  Expenditures  of  State  Public  In¬ 
stitutions,  Fiscal  Year  1973”  (NSF  75-311)  combines 
data  for  1973  from  both  reports,  showing  State  public 
R&D  expenditures  in  the  aggregate  and  by  individual 
States. 

Science  Resources  Studies  Highlights,  "National  Sample 
of  Scientists  and  Engineers:  Changes  in  Employment, 
1970-72  and  1972-74”  (NSF  75-309)  presents  data 
from  three  sources:  the  1970  Census;  the  1972  Profes¬ 
sional,  Technical,  and  Scientific  Manpower  Survey;  and 
the  1974  National  Survey  of  Scientists  and  Engineers 
(National  Sample),  which  also  obtained  information  for 
1973.  Information  on  scientists  and  engineers  is  shown 
by  employment  status,  field  of  science,  and  type  of 
employer.

“Separately  Budgeted  Academic  R&D  Expenditures 
Decline  in  Real  Terms  in  FY  1974”  (NSF  75—306)  pre¬ 
sents  data  from  NSF’s  Survey  of  Scientific  Activities  of 
Institutions  of  Higher  Education — Current  and  Capital 
Expenditures  for  Research,  Development,  and  Instruc¬ 
tions  in  the  Sciences  and  Engineering.  These  expendi¬ 
ture  data  are  shown  by  source,  character  of  the  work, 
and  field  of  science.  Also  given  are  the  20  universities 


reporting  the  largest  amounts  of  separately  budgeted 
R&D  expenditures.

NEW  CATALOG  DESCRIBES  NBS 
STANDARD  REFERENCE  MATERIALS 

A  new  catalog  is  now  available  that  describes  more 
than  900  Standard  Reference  Materials  currently  pre¬ 
pared,  certified  and  issued  by  the  National  Bureau  of 
Standards  (NBS). 

NBS  Standard  Reference  Materials  (SRM’s)  are  mate¬ 
rials  whose  chemical  compositions  or  particular  chemi¬ 
cal  or  physical  properties  have  been  accurately  deter¬ 
mined  and  certified.  NBS  SRM’s  are  used  throughout 
industry  and  the  scientific  community  to  calibrate  and 
evaluate  measurement  instruments  and  test  methods. 
Because  of  their  well  defined  composition,  preparation 
conditions  and  properties,  SRM’s  have  also  been 
utilized  in  scientific  research. 

NBS  issued  its  first  SRM’s  in  1910 — a  group  of  ores, 
irons  and  steels  certified  by  chemical  composition. 
Since  that  time,  many  new  categories  of  SRM’s  have 
been  established,  such  as  clinical  laboratory  standards, 
nuclear  materials,  glass  viscosity  standards,  rubber  and 
rubber  compounding  materials,  color  standards  and 
coating  thickness  standards. 

These  and  many  other  groups  are  listed  in  the  catalog 
under  the  headings  Standards  of  Certified  Chemical 
Composition,  Standards  of  Certified  Physical  Properties 
and  Engineering  Type  Standards. 

An  alphabetical  index  provides  the  location  of  a  par¬ 
ticular  material  or  group  of  similar  materials.  A  numer¬ 
ical  index  provides  the  date  of  the  current  Certificate  of 
Analysis  issued  with  these  materials. 

In  addition  to  SRM’s,  the  catalog  lists  Research 
Materials  (RM’s)  and  General  Materials  (GM’s).  In  con¬ 
trast  to  SRM’s,  RM’s  are  not  issued  with  Certificates  of 
Analysis  but  are  accompanied  by  a  Report  of  Investiga¬ 
tion,  the  sole  authority  of  which  is  the  author  of  the 
report.  A  Research  Material  is  intended  primarily  to 
further  scientific  or  technical  research  on  that  particular 
material. 

(jeneral  Materials  are  distributed  by  NBS  to  meet 
industry  needs.  However,  GM’s  have  been  standardized 
by  some  government  agency  other  than  NBS,  or  by 
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some  standards-making  body  such  as  the  American  Soc¬ 
iety  for  Testing  and  Materials,  the  American  National 
Standards  Institute  or  the  Organization  for  Interna¬ 
tional  Standardization. 

The  catalog  also  contains  information  on  services 
other  than  Standard  Reference  Materials  offered  by 
NBS.

THE  CENSUS  TABULATION  SYSTEM-AID 

The  Census  Tabulation  System-AID,  CENTS-AID,  is 
a  high  speed  computer  system  that  enables  a  user  to 
examine  and  display  simple  frequency  counts  of  indi¬ 
vidual  variables,  as  well  as  produce  complex  cross¬ 
tabulations  consisting  of  up  to  eight  dimensions.  The 
system  has  virtually  no  limit  to  the  number  of  counts 
and  tables  that  can  be  processed  in  a  single  run.  It 
includes  a  powerful  retrieval  language  and  a  full  set  of 
data  transformation  and  recode  capabilities  that  can  be 
directed  at  any  tables  or  set  of  tables  requested. 

CENTS-AID  is  free  from  the  technical  constraints 
imposed  by  most  computer  languages.  Data  files  do  not 
have  to  be  reformatted  in  order  to  be  analyzed.  Any 
fixed  length  format  and  all  commonly  used  sequential 
file  structures  are  allowed.  Hierarchical  data  files  can  be 
processed;  the  system  can  do  inter-record  analysis  and 
more  than  one  record  format  can  occur  on  any  level.  All 
data  on  all  levels  of  the  hierarchy  are  available  for  clas¬ 
sification,  selection,  and  computation.  Aggregation  or 
counting  can  take  place  at  any  level  of  the  hierarchy. 

Although  not  required,  standard  documentation  in 
the  form  of  a  computer-readable  Data  Base  Dictionary 
(DBD)  can  be  prepared  for  any  statistical  data  file.  The 
DBD  contains  all  of  the  computer-oriented  technical 
information  required  by  the  system,  as  well  as  descrip¬ 
tive  labels  for  all  variables  contained  in  the  data  file. 
From  the  user’s  viewpoint,  CENTS-AID  is  problem- 
oriented.  In  other  words,  CENTS-AID  already  knows 
what  a  table  is  and  how  to  generate  one;  through 
analyzing  the  Data  Base  Dictionary,  it  knows  the  con¬ 


tents  and  structure  of  the  data  file  being  analyzed;  it 
need  only  be  told  the  specifications  of  the  tables  de¬ 
sired.  Free  from  the  detailed  technical  considerations  of 
accessing  computerized  data,  CENTS-AID  may  be  used 
by  nonprogrammers. 

CENTS-AID  will  automatically  format  stubs,  col¬ 
umns,  and  headings  using  the  descriptive  labels  of  vari¬ 
ables  found  in  the  Data  Base  Dictionary.  The  user  of 
CENTS-AID  has  optional  control  over  the  appearance  of 
the  tables  requested  and  can  specify  his  own  column 
and  stub  labels  for  each  variable  included  in  a  table. 

The  basic  CENTS-AID  arithmetic  calculations  do  not 
permit  many  of  the  complex  scientific  analysis  required 
by  statisticians,  economists,  demographers,  and  other 
analysts.  It  does,  however,  contain  a  basic  statistical 
package  that  provides  for  the  generation  of  percentages, 
mean,  median,  variance,  standard  deviation,  and  chi- 
square. 

CENTS-AID  was  developed  by  Data  Use  and  Access 
Laboratories,  DUALabs,  for  the  National  Institute  of 
Child  Health  and  Human  Development,  National  Insti¬ 
tutes  of  Health,  Department  of  Health,  Education,  and 
Welfare.
